Cut two pieces of cardboard of the 
exact Bize you vtr’ieh the caso to be and 
cover each with black satin on which 
you have embroidered yellow orocnsen 
and a yellow border in gold thread. 
Line each with yellow india silk and 
st^^etoh across them bauds of satin rib­ 
bon, as the diagram shows, which is 
precisely the uiethwl used in making 
the bill cases iu vogue some years ago. 


Overhand the ribb )us neatly to the 
edge of the covered boards, nnd you 
will then find that whichever way the 
case is opened its contents remuiu 
smooth and neat, as it is the ribbon» 
and not the articles they hold in place, 
which change from side to side. 


At tbo ce^iter of each board on both 
its longer sides sew fast a handsome rib­ 
bon, by which when tied the caso may 
bo kept closed and. free from dust, and 
when that last step is taken the work 
w ill bo complete.

A Neat and I.Tii«fnI ChrlMtniM Pre«cnt For 
* m Gsntleman. 


A useful handmade Christmas present 
to a gentleman is a sachet for holding 
white ties. This design is a German 
fancy and bears the national tree, the 
oak. 
A more appropriate decoration 
would be an ivy branch, which is the 
emblem of friendship. It is long enough 
to hold whit4) ties folded in half and 


broad enough for two to lie side by side 
inside it. The case opens in book fash­ 
ion and the ties arc kept in place by 
four straps of naiTOw white elastic, put 
across insido from side to side of the 
case, two near the top and two near the 
bottom. The outside cover must bo of 
plain colored satin, embroidered, lined 
with quilted perfumed satin 
The cone 
is edged with cord and the loops of the 
cord made at each comer. 


A Novel Hutton Bag. 


“ If you want to look right, sew your 
buttons on tight" is the motto painted 
iu water colors on u novel button bag 
that is being iinished for the holidays. 
The main part of this bag is one-half 
yard of t\vo inch ribbon, and its con­ 
struction is quite simple. Fold the rib­ 
bon in half, and in the fold place a 
spool of patent i^hot thread. 
Above it 
on the silk lightly mark a line iu order 
that when a row of machine stitching 
is run across the sik)o1 will be held iu 
place, but not so tightly that the thread 
cannot bo unwound. 
Above tho thread 
pocket make a similar pocket for tho 
paper of needles, then ono for the scis­ 
sors, and above this join the sides of the 
ribbon to form a small bag. Turn down 
the rough edges of the ribbon and make 
a narrow casing in which a small cord 
is to be run. This not only draws up 
the little ribbon bag, but serves to hang 
up the entire article. To the back of the 
bag attach six buttonholed leaves of 
w hite flannel for the needlebook. The 
motto can first be outlined on the rib- 
tion with a soft pencil and then embroid­ 
ered in with silk. Bright red and olive 
green make a dainty, pretty bag. 


A Homemad« Tap« Haasure. 


An exceedingly pretty as well as ose- 
fnl adjunct to one’s workbasket is a 
tape measure made from grosgrain rib­ 
bon to toke the place of the usual ugly 
measure, which does not seem suited to 
the pretty baskets which are now so 
generally used. The measure can be 
made as long as one chooses, but for the 
one most generally used a yard and one- 
eighth of grosgrain ribbon three-quaf' 
ters of an inch wide are needed. 
The 
ribbon, if a pale violet, should be mark­ 
ed off into quarter inches with violet 
ink, and the ends are fastened over lit­ 
tle white sticks, which can be procured 
at any store where art notions are |old. 
The measure is made much premier 
when tiny violets, outlined in ink, ar*? 
scattered here aud there on the ribbon.

The St. Joseph city council last night 
ran ted the Excelaoir Gas company a 
franchise to construct a i«ystcm of gas 
works in that city; to use the streets 
and alleys for mains and conduits and 
t njoy ail the privileges that other 
oiiití» extend to gas coiupaoies. 


The Mxuelsior company is required 
l»y the franchis«^ to completo the con­ 
struction of the system in St. Joscj h 
l*y September 1, 18»H, otherwise ti.e 
franchise will be null aud void. This 
re<|uiremeut is practically the only 
c!>ange made in the measure, as it first 
ap[)eared before the city council a week 
[ircvious. 


This alteration was perfectly accept­ 
able to the company, according to Sec­ 
retary .1. Stanley Morton, who stated

1 put this in your coat pocket 
aad hope you «'ill Und it in time to save 
tbo life of Durrant. It m^y also be of 
sarvine to Mr. Womack in getting bis 
reward money- I want you to have my 
waAch for your kindness to me.

have my best wishes, and I hope your 
trok&bles will end, but not as mine,

Unlucky Friday Had No Terror for 


Certificate Holders. 


There Was a Crowd Without Jam 


or Excitement.

Depositors in the defunct First Na­ 
tional bank received their first divi­ 
dend of 30 per cent today^ and many 
thousand dollars were put Into local 
circulation. 


There was nothing that resembled 
a football rush about the bank. Before 
the doors of the institution were open­ 
ed at 9 o’clock there was no crowd, in 
fact no individual, in waiting for the 
inside bolts to move back. With the 
Hrst swinging of tbo door 'people came

Early Dividend Largely the Beault 
Oen. Ainffer’a Work. 


The tirst dividend of 30 per cent paid 
the depositors of the First National 
bank today was declared in an unusually 
short time after the failure of the bank. 
When the bank doors closed on Sept­ 
ember 17 there was less than $3.000 in 
the vaults. About the first of October 
General Ainger took charge of the 
bank as receiver, and in this short time 
besides paying current expenses he 
has collected about $27,000, tho amount 
needed to pay the 30 per cent when all 
the claimn are proven. The tirst lot of 
checks amounting to about 120,000 is 
being paid today and the supplementary 
checks in favor of depositors who 
proved their claims late, will arrive in 
a few days. Much of the best paper of 
the bank has not yet matured ano^Bome 
•f the accounts which the receiver has 
collected were not gilt-edged. 


Gen. Ainger has won many thanks in 
is able management of the affairs of 
the bank. 
The following sketch of 
iiim from the souvenir edition of the 
lansing Uepublican will interest all 
the i^ople of the community: 


“There is no more important oftice la 
the state of Michigan than that of 
banking commissioner, within whose 
care comes the bunks of the state, with 
total resources of nearly 81,000,000. It 
is an office which calls for unswerving 
iidelity, a thorough understanding of 
systems of finance, a strong will power 
and an honorable reputation that will 
inspire confidence in the official acts of 
the commissioner. 


“In the appointment of Gen. D. B. 
Ainger as banking commissioner. Gov­ 
ernor Kich exercised a care for the in­ 
terests of the people In the banks of 
the stiite, and a diHcrimination in the 
selection of a commissioner, that re- 
llects credit upon him as an executive 
officer.

*'After the war he became a newspa 
per publisher, and for a number of 
years published newspapers in Ohio 
and Michigan. Under the administra 
tion of President Hayes he was post­ 
master of Washington, D. C., and con­ 
tinued in the position under President 
Garfield. As already stated, he was 
appointed national bank examiner dur 
ing administration of President Harrl 
son. Prom 1887 to 1891 he was adju­ 
tant general of Michigan, by appoint­ 
ment of Gov. Luce, and for the past 
four years he has been deputy auditor 
general of the state.

Deeply tOQchcd nnd still qniveriog 
with emotion, I writo these lines. 


Many nnd full of terrors aré the sea 
tragedies enacted on this island, that is 
nevertheless rightly named the beauti­ 
ful.” 


Its lovable nnd courteous inhabitants 
aro divided into two distinct classes— 
fanners nnd fishermen. 


The former plant wheat, corn, oats 
and potatoes. 


The latter catch the sweet flcmhed 
tnnny fish, sardines and lobsters. 


Neither farmers nor fishermen over 
become rich, and meat is almost un­ 
known ill their homes. 


The ¡leople are, therefore, far from 
strong, tbo women e.specially being ten­ 
der and delicate, with straight noses, 
slender, graceful necks and a slow, aris­ 
tocratic carriage. 


The men are of medium height and 
well built, but lack the vigor charac- 
teri/ing the peasants of Normandy. 


The islanders are proud and never 
beg. A caroful observer cannot fail to 
notice that among the many wrinkle.s 
which give character to their* faces 
those written by laughter are wanting. 


Both men and women have a serious 
and melancholy air, and their foreheads 
seem burdened with sad memories or a 
certain restlessness. Has not each one 
a father, a brother, or a son on tlie ma­ 
lignant water that lies out there—out 
there->eucircling the island everywhere 
as far as the eye can reach? 


Here these people have lived for cen­ 
turies surround^ by a moving, agitated 
cemetery that smiles so alluringly and 
at the same time so savagely. 


Occasionally the laughter of a child 
in one of the huts bubbles out toward it.^ 
mother working in the fields. Her iaeu 
lightens up for a moment, but she dan 
not seem happy, for as she turns then 
lies the sea, and its waves sob as they 
roll at her feet. 


Yesterday there stood near me a 
dainty littio girl of 13. She shaded her 
eyes with one hand in order to wateh as 
long as possible her brother, who wa.s 
walking down the street leading to tin 
harbor of Bordery. Soberly as a matron 
she called after him: *‘Be careful ol 
yourself and do not take cold. An revoir! 
Good catch!” 


The boy disappeared, and his sister 
returned to arrange her little household 
for the home coming of both her broth­ 
ers. us the three were orphans to whom 
the state paid a small pension. 


The girl was dressed in mourning 
Father and Mother Gouenantin having 
died two years before—he in the hospi 
tal after 13 days of cruel suffering caus^ 
by the poisonous sting of a fish, she 
few days later from consumption and 
grief. 


Yes. there they lived, the three or 
phans. The elder brother, aged IB, had 
arisen at daybreak to be ready for his 
share of sardines, and the other, a lad 
of 16, was just to depart with his cousin 
Pierre-Marie to catch lobsters.
